NO REAL NECESSITY FOR ANXIETY. 


Friends of tbe Measure May Feel Assured 


Thm It Will Be Bandied by ."m- Com- 
mittee on Finance "Without Trouble—

of Interest. 
WASHINGTON CITY, May 38.—The action 


of the senate committee on finance in de- 
ciding to proceed with consideration of 
the McKinley bill before the full com- 
mittee instead of referring the measure to 
a sub committee as has been the univer- 
sal custom, has been a topic of quite gen- 
eral discussion at the capital. Mr. Aid- 
rich of the senate sub-committee, is of 
the opinion that the action of the commit- 
tee in refusing to refer the matter to the 
sub-committee will necessarily greatly 
delay progress, and 
he unhesitatingly 


ventures the opinion that if the course 
outlined is followed that the chances for 
passing a tariff bill during this session, 
unless congress is kept in session indefi- 
nitely, are very meager. 
Mr. Allison, 


chairman of the 
senate sub-committee 


on tariff matters, is of opinion that a 
tariff bill will be passed during the PJ88-; 
ent session. 


"Will Be Reported Bach by July 1. 


In the opinion of the members of the 


committee the McKinley bill amended 
will be reported back to the senate by the 
1st of July. If the house bill shall be 
amended and reported to the senate, upon 
the action of that body it -Rill go to a con- 
ference committee, whereas if the senate 
committee should decide to report a sub- 
stitute the whole matter would have to be 
again referred to the committee on ways 
and means. Should this course be pur- 
sued, it is very doubtful if a bill could be 
passed before next fall. Chairman Mor- 
rill when interrogated by the United Press 
respecting the outlook for the tariff legis- 
lation, said that there was no necessity for 
anxiety on the part of the friends of the 
tariff bill; that he did not apprehend any 
trouble in getting through with the bill in 
committee. 


Would Not Venture a Beply. 


"What is your opinion," asked the re- 


porter, ''as to the probable date upon which 
the bill will be reported to the senate?" 


"As to that,'' replied the senator, "I 


would not dare venture a reply, as we have 
not yet proceeded far enough in our meet- 
ings to enable me to form an opinion." 


Senator Sherman believes that under 


the plan adopted for its consideration the 
bill can be submitted to the senate by 
July 1, while tho^e who would have pre- 
ferred that the bill l>e considered by a sub- 
committee have expressed the belief that 
had that course been pursued it could have 
been reported to the senate by June 10. 
The Kepnblican members of the finance 
committee, it appears, feel somewhat ag- 
grieved because they received no intima- 
tion in advance of the plan to move con- 
sideration of the bill in full committee. 


A Sub-Committee Not Necessary. 


The argument is advanced by those who 


favor acting on the house bill and send- 
ing the whole subject to a conference 
committee as soon as the senate reaches 
the point of action, that a sub-committee 
is not necessary, in view of the fact that 
the committee on finance not only has a 
perfected measure before it, but that the 
1,500 
pages of testimony taken by the 


ways and means committee and the four 
printed volumes taken by the senate at 
the last are session also available for the 
use of members of the committee. Gen- 
erally speaking, it may be said that no 
great apprehension is felt about a lailure 
of the Bepublicans on the finance commit- 
tee to reach a conclusion on the bill in 
good time. On the other hand the mem- 
bers of the minority are feeling serene.

Identified as Dillon. 


Action was brought by Dillon's wife, 


and the case stood for trial at the court 
ast week, the widow alleging that he was 
drowned. Ten days ago a body was found 
near the place where he had been seen to 
ink in the water. 'The body was identi- 
ied by twenty-five people as that of Dil- 
on. At court counsel for the wife took a 
non suit because-the body had beeji found. 
There is no doubt that the company would 
..ave paid the money, but the other day to 
the surprise of every one, Dillon himself 
returned safe and sound to Columbia. 
3is statement is most remarkable. He 
Bays he swam ashore the day he over- 
;urned the boat, put his hat in it and left 
;he boat half full of water.

THE BENNETT LAW DENOUNCED. 
Toceedlngs of the German Catholic Con- 


vention at Mllwnnkee. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 28.—The con- 
ention of the German Catholic societies 
f Wisconsin got down to business Tues- 
ay and the Bennett law was attacked 


with a vim. All the proceedings were con- 


noted in the German language. As soon 


the convention was called to order, 


vhich was shortly-after 11 o'clock, Will- 
am Casper, of this city, made a speech 
evoting his attention to the Bennett law. 
'he first red-hot speech of the convention 


was made by Bishop Katzer, of Green Bay. 
He bitterly attacked the Bennett law from 
he start. He said the law practically de 
iea the right of the child to obey its pa- 
ents by putting its claim before those of 
tie parents. 


Angry, Pathetic and Sarcastic. 


As the bishop proceeded he warmed to 


his subject and fairly brought his hearers 
o their feet by the intensity of his man- 
icr. He became angry, pathetic, and sar- 
astic by turns. "The matter of teaching 
;nglish, they tell us, is what we are fight- 
ng," he exclaimed. "But that is not so. 
Snglish is now taught in our schools. 
But if the state has a right to tell ua we 
must teach English it will soon be tolling 
us what we shull eat and what shall go on 
he table for the family dinner. They are 
all of a class, these laws, whether in Wis- 
onsin, Illinois, or Massachusetts. They 
attempt to interfere with personal and pu- 
renttal rights, and, carried out to their 
ogical conclusion, would be very danger- 
jus to the church and to society. 


Attacking the MBSOIIS. 


"The Bennett law," the bishop continued, 
;was conceived in the minds of free-think- 
irs and those opposed to the Catholic 
church and her schools. I was told re- 
cently," lie said, "by a Mason that the 
Bennett law was first suggested by the 
masons. The man said: 'I could prove it 
x) you if I did not put so high a value on 
my head that the Bennett law was flrst 
agitated in tho grand lodge of masons of 
the state of Wisconsin.'" 
The applause (hat followed this state- 


ment was deafening, and the bishop had 
to stand for fully hall a minute before he 
could continue. The committee on reso- 
utions then made its report, and the reso- 
utions denouncing the Bennett law were 
unanimously adopted.

The Manner io Which They Have Been 


Treated by the British Government 
Causes Much Discontent—The People 
Will Ask Annexation to the United 
States If They Tall to Secure Tholr 
Rights—French Aggression. 
OTTAWA, Ont., May 28.—A gentleman 


who has arrived here from Newfoundland 
in connection with business with the Do- 
minion government says that the people 
of that colony are in a thoroughly demor- 
alized condition, almost on the verge of 
rebellion against tbe British government 
for the manner in which they have been 
treated by the imperial authorities in sur- 
rendering to France one of the most val- 
uable sections of the islands, while France 
continues to discriminate against them. 
From this distance, ha says, it is impossi- 
ble to picture the excitement that prevails 
throughout the colony. No action of tho 
British or colonial government has ever 
done more to create a desire on the part of 
the colony for annexation with the United 
States than the apathy now shown by the 
British government. 


Will Bo an Insurrection. 


"Should we not succeed in securing our 


rights," he said, "there will be an insur- 
rection, and the United States will be ap- 
pealed to by nine-tenths of the people of 
Newfoundland to admit us into the Union. 
All idea of entering the Dominion has 
been abandoned, as not only has Sir John 
Macdonald and his government expressed 
themselves unwilling to assume the re- 
sponsibility such a step would involve in 
the present unsettled state of affairs, but 
the people see that their position would 
not be in the least improved by such an 
alliance, the only remedy being to enter 
the American republic, which would in- 
sure the protection of the United States 
against French aggression." 


THE BLUE AND THE GRAY. 


The Second Day's Doings at the Reunion 


at Vlckftburg. 


VICKSBUKG, Miss., May 28.—The second 


day of the Vicksburg reunion of the blue 
aud gray WOK one of remarkable beauty. 
The procession was the main feature of 
the day's programme. It embraced the 
local Grand Army post and the visiting 
Federal veterans, who were the post of 
honor in the procession, the Confederate 
veterans, the Volunteer southerners and 
fraternal organizations. Governor Stone's 
address breathed the spirit of reunion, 
and was warmly greeted. He was fol- 
lowed by Gen. F. D. Lee, whose impas 
stoned utterance, "We are all American 
citizens," was received with shouts and 
cheers from blue and gray alike. Col. E. 
T. Lee, of Illinois, made a very soldierly 
address, in the course of which he de- 
feuded 1 he Grand Army of the Republic 
against the charge of partisanship, and 
said that in his state that organization 
decorated the graves of the Confederate 
dead annually.

In connection with this there 
will be some sort of sign or trademark 
adopted wherewith to mark dressed meat 
of home preparation that has been in- 
spected by the health officer and pro 
nounced wholesome. 


Walt Whitman Rapidly Fulling. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., 
May 28.—Walt 


Whitman will be 71 years old on Satur- 
day, but he is failing rapidly. He was 
never of a robust physique, and doctors 
admit that the famous man is Hearing 
the end. Counselor Harned has at his of- 
fice, in Camden, Whitman's curious will. 
It was drafted by the poet a year ago, and 
no one, save the poet himself—not even 
tha counselor—knows what it contains. 
It is written on ordinary foolscap, one 
sheet pasted lengthwise on the othei, and 
the whole tied with a piece of common 
wrapping yarn.

The only thing 
be is a-umg no*' is that speclil legislation 
be made uii >re general. Let us see one or 
two of the things he asks. 


He wants tbe government to build ware- 


houses to hold his grain for which a legal 
tender circulation shall be issued. The 
silver men have asked the government for a 
warehouse for their product, and they are 
going to get it. And it is objected that the 
farmer may store his products In, these 
•warehouses, and thus force up the price of 
necessaries to those who must eat. And 
yet the woolen manufacturers with their 87 
per cent of protection can shut down their 
mills until the prlee of cloth and blankets 
is forced up to a point 87 per cent, higher 
thiE the same articles can be furnished by 
the European 
manufacturer. 
And we 


know that the mills are shut down. And 
you can take nearly every article that is pro- 
tected and you will find that its supply Is 
regulated by a smooth-working trust These 
things are possible just because of tne 
special legislation that has been handed 
over to them in tbe came of patriotism. If 
this is to be the rule among manufacturers, 
if It Is a wise and good rule, what objection 
can there be to giving the fanner power to 
pinch Eomebodj ? 


Now, THE KEVIEW Is of opinion that the 


legislation demanded by grange organiza- 
tions will not bring prosperity to us as a 
people. It is not the business of govern- 
ment to make men rich. If it will keep its 
hands off business transactions, the people 
themselves will look out for the profits. 
Carlyle said it was the business of govern- 
ment to punish rogues; and Jefferson 
called for a groveroment that governed 
least 
It is the business of ours to make 


roguery respectable and to govern every- 
thing, even your answer as to the disease 


as an antidote for an old one, or that a mix- 
ture of two poisons may destroy the force 
of each other. Of course special legislation 
In behalf of the farmer Is bad, bat he will 
not ask for it If you will erase the other 
special laws from tbe statute books. 
So 


long as the government Is distributing ad- 
vantages we all take the liberty to hold out 
our hats. If tbe government hasn't enough 
to go around, let it retire from the gift busi- 
ness and get Into something where U wont 
cut such a sorry figure. 


A WARMINO TBAT ROASTS. 


Some two or three evenings since Tbe 


Rep bad an editorial squib to the effect that 
the Kansas grangers were warming to Sen- 
ator John Jamee Ingalls as tbe pi Ice of corn 
went up. 
There was In this some sort of 


Intimation that the sailing was becoming 
clearer for Ingalls. We could not quite see 
how the Kansas farmer should be deeply 
impressed with the present price of com. 
especially as he carried himself through tbe 
last winter by using bis crop as stovewood 
It may be that the Kansas coruburner Is 
some happier now, but we Insist this Is 
owing to the warm days that are upon 
us, and not to any alleged advanced price 
on

winter. It is not now necessary for the 
Kansan to make so many trips to tbe 
cornfield for fuel, and possibly he feels 
somewhat like the boy who, owing to the 
season's sweetness, has deserted the wood 
pile for the fishing pond. 


But it Is not true that affairs of the future 


are becoming any easier for Ingalls; as 
matter of fact, they are daily becoming 
more troublesome. The members of tbe 
Farmer's Alliance are still after him with a 
knotty old hickory club. 
Ingall's friends 


bave done a good deal to avoid this, but so 
far they have failed. The Senator will now 
try his own hand at rescuing himself. He 
is going to lecture to the Kansas farmers on 
tbe subject of farm mortgages. 
In this 


lecture he will use all his skill to show that 
the Kansas farmer Is not hopelessly In debt 
The subject Is an Interesting one; and also 
one with which the audiences will have 
practical and thorough knowledge. The 
fact that Mr. Ingalls will speak with the 
authority of a director of a farm mortgage 
company will not add to the magnetic sym- 
pathy that should exist between an orator 
and his hearers. He may make a nice 
peecb, but the Interest will keep on falling 
due all the time. The situation demands 
some power that can relieve tbe oppression 
that exists; an expert rhetorician is about as 
appropriate as a banquet in famine times. 


And the members of tbe Kansas F. M. B. 


A. think that too much money Is being de- 
voted to tbe payment of pensions. Ingalls 
is possibly the most rabid pension legisla- 
tor in Washington. This Is a very Impor- 
tant matter that he will be compelled to 
treat with eloquent silence. 


And the republicans in Kansas are spli' 


up on tbe prohibition question. It is said 
that those in tbe cities and large towns aie 
io favor of re-submitting the prohibition 
question. Only a few days ago there wa> 
a convention of resubmission republicans 
held at Topeka.
